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REMARKS

The 
claims reading on species A include claims: 1-13, 21-23, 25-29, 
38-56, 65-69, 75, 78-97 and 98-101. 

The Examiner also requires applicants to elect one of 
the following patentably distinct species of indications:

§ 120 and (2) subject to allowance of a generic claim, to rejoin 
other claims depending therefrom or otherwise including all the 
limitations of the allowable generic claim.
